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The  old  Manor  House  at  Warrenstovm 
of  cut  stone  built  by  successive

Warrenstown,  County  Meath,  Ireland,  was  for  many  centu¬ 
ries  the  home  of  the  Warren  family.  Just  as  this  name 
was  spelt  Waryne,  Waring  and  Warren,  so  did  the  spelling 
of  their  home  vary  bet ween  Warynestown,  Waringstown  and 
Warrenstown. 

Philip  Waryne  of  Warynestown  is  mentioned  in  1324  as 
well  as  William  Waryn,  who  had  a  son  named  Ralph.  In 
1337  JOHN  WARYNE  of  'Warynestown  is  recorded,  who  had 
two  sons,  John  and  Peter.  The  latter,  Peter  Waryne,  be¬ 
came  his  heir,  being  30  years  of  age  in  1402.  (Irish 
Patent  Rolls,  4  Henry  IV.)  PETER  WARYNE  married  Alice 
and  was  the  father  of  JOHN,  who  according  to  the  Patent 
Rolls  of  I  Henry  VI.  in  1422  was  "of  Warynstown,  Co. 

Meath  and  of  Dundalk,  Co.  Louth".  Then  came  Henry  Waryne 
of  Newton,  Co.  Meath,  and  OLIVER  WARYNE  of  Warynestown, 
who  married  Anne  Lynch,  living  in  1474/5.  Their  son  OLI¬ 
VER  WARYNE  married  a  daughter  of  John  Kerdiff,  who  was 
probably  the  father  of  PETER  WARING  or  WARREN  of  Warings¬ 
town,  who  had  lands  allotted  to  him  for  manurance,  plow¬ 
ing  and  cattle,  which  were  discharged  from  subsidy  on 
June  I,  3  and  4  Philip  and  Mary,  and  on  July  4,  1566 
was  assigned  by  a  commission  "a  tower  and  a  hall  there¬ 
unto  adjoining  in  Waringstown  with  180  acres  arable  land 
with  sufficient  pasture  in  Waringstown  and  Corballie, 
exonerated  from  the  subsidy". 

The  exact  relationship  of  these  early  Warrens  has  not 
been  established.  Thomas  ’Warren,  the  author  of  "History 
and  Genealogy  of  the  Warren  Family"  suggests  that  the 
last  mentioned  PETER  WARREN  was  the  father  of  JOHN  WAR¬ 
REN,  who  died  possessed  of  Warrenstown  on  June  29,  1638, 
with  whom  the  pedigree  starts.  He  married  MARY  BARNABY, 
who  was  still  living  on  May  4,  1663.  Their  son  OLIVER 
WARREN  was  listed  in  the  Civil  Survey  of  Co.  Meath  of 
1654  as  "Oliver  Warren  of  Warrenstown,  Parish  of  Knock- 
mark,  Irish  Papist,  proprietor  of  half  plowland,  255 
acres  with  farm  house  on  the  lands".  This  Oliver  Warren 
put  in  a  claim  on  Saturday  March  7,  1662  for  the  trial 
of  those  who  were  innocent  of  the  uprising  of  1641  as 
the  son  of  JOHN  WARREN  of  Warrenstown.  On  Monday  May  4, 
1663  Mary  Warren,  relict  of  JOHN  WARREN,  put  in  her 
claim  for  the  same  trial.  The  amount  of  land  claimed  was 
320  acres  in  fee. 

OLIVER  WARREN  married  CHRISTIAN  ROE  and  had  the  following 
5  s  ons • 

Captain  MICHAEL  WARREN,  PATRICK  and  JAMES  WARREN  of  War¬ 
renstown,  who  were  attainted  in  1692,  OLIVER  WARREN,  a 
Cornet  in  Colonel  Simon  Lutterell’s  Regiment  of  King  Ja¬ 
mes  Army,  and  PETER  WARREN,  who  entered  holy  Orders  and 
was  appointed  Guardian  of  the  Franciscan  Convent  of  Lou¬ 
vain  in  1696. 

Captain  MICHAEL  WARREN,  the  son  and  heir  of  Oliver  War- 
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ren  and  his  wife  Christian  Roe,  served  in  King  James  Roy¬ 
al  Regiment  of  Infantry  and  was  attainted  in  1692  accor¬ 
ding  to  Vol.  II.  p.  37  of  King  James  Irish  Army  List.  He 
lived  at  Warrenstown,  where  he  made  an  Indenture  on  May 
28,  1708  of  the  lands  of  Warrenstown,  Corbane,  Balling- 
glassin  and  Moorestown  for  £  1100  to  John  Hussey  of  Cour- 
tstown,  Co.  Kildare.  In  this  Indenture  he  is  described 
as  "Michael  Warren  of  Warrenstown,  Co.  Meath,  gent.,  son 
and  heir  of  Oliver  Warren  late  of  Warrenstown,  gent.,  de¬ 
ceased".  (Registry  of  Deeds,  I.  45.  25.  Dublin) 

Captain  Michael  Warren  married  CATHERINE,  daughter  of  Sir 
Christopher  AYLMER  of  Balrath,  Bart.  They  had  6  children. 
He  made  his  will  in  Warrenstown  on  Sep.  3,  I7II,  which 
was  proved  on  Feb.  20,  1712.  Catherine  Warren  made  her 
will  on  Aug.  12,  1725,  which  was  proved  on  Dec.  20,  1726. 
She  died  on  June  3,  1726. 

Issue  of  Michael  and  Catherine  Warren: 

1,  OLIVER  WARREN,  who  became  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Royal 
Navy.  On  May  31/June  I,  1723  "Oliver  Warren  of  Warrens¬ 
town,  Co.  Meath,  gent.,  eldest  son  and  heir  of  Michael 
Warren,  late  of  Warrenstown,  gent.,"  and  John  Hussey  of 
Courtstown,  Co.  Kildare,  Esq.,  granted  all  the  lands  in 
Warrenstov/n  known  as  Corbane  for  £  2100  to  Henry  Rowley 
of  Moybrath,  gent ., (Registry  of  Deeds  35.  523.  23564). 
Oliver  Warren  died  without  issue  in  August  1724.  (Admi¬ 
ralty  Half-Pay  Lists,  P.R.0,  London) 

2,  CHRISTOPHER  WARREN,  the  second  son  of  Captain  Michael 
Warren,  sold  on  Feb.  19/20,  1729  for  £  500  to  his  broth¬ 
er  Peter  Warren  of  London  all  the  town  and  lands  of  War¬ 
renstown  and  Moorestown.  (Registry  of  Deeds  63.  55.  426 
33)  He  became  a  priest.  In  1729  the  Very  Rev.  Christoph¬ 
er  Warren  was  appointed  Guardian  of  the  Franciscan  Con¬ 
vent  of  Kildare. 

3,  CATHERINE  WARREN,  the  eldest  daughter  of  Captain  Mi¬ 
chael  Warren,  had  married  James  Tyrrell  of  Clonara,  C0. 
Meath,  before  her  father  made  his  will  in  I7II.  She  was 
the  mother  of  Captain  Richard  Tyrrell  and  of  Michael  Tyr¬ 
rell,  a  Lieutenant  of  Infantry,  who  joined  his  uncle  Sir 
Peter  Warren  in  America  in  1741,  when  he  spent  some  time 
with  his  cousin  William  Johnson  in  the  Mohawk  Valley. 

4,  ANNE  WARREN,  second  daughter  of  Captain  Michael  Warren, 
married  Christopher  Johnson  of  Smithtown,  Co.  Meath,  the 
son  of  William  Johnson  of  Smithtown  by  Anne,  daughter  of 
James  FitzSimon  of  Tullynally,  Co.  Westmeath.  Christopher 
Johnson  resided  in  Warrenstown  as  early  as  1715,  when  his 
son  William  Johnson  was  born  there.  On  Jan.  22,  1728 
Christopher  Johnson  leased  199  acres  of  land  in  the  manor 
of  Killeen,  Co.  Meath,  for  31  years  at  £  69.  13.  6  per 
annum  from  the  Earl  of  Fingal.  In  this  deed  he  was  des¬ 
cribed  as  "Christopher  Johnson  of  Warrenstown,  Co.  Meath’.' 
(Registry  of  Deeds  85.  56.  59024)  Christopher  Johnson  died 
at  Warrenstown  in  1763.  Anne  Johnson,  his  wife,  died  the¬ 
re  on  Jan.  26,  1744  having  had  8  children. 
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5,  MARY  WARREN,  third  daughter  of  Captain  Michael  Warren, 
is  mentioned  in  her  fathers  will,  but  nothing  further  is 
known  of  her. 

6.  PETER  WARREN,  the  youngest  son  of  Captain  Michael  War¬ 
ren,  was  born  on  March  II,  1703.  After  his  fathers  death 
his  brother  Oliver  Warren  placed  him  in  1715  under  the 
care  of  his  maternal  uncle  Rear  Admiral  Matthew  Lord  Ayl¬ 
mer,  who,  though  Peter  Warren  was  born  a  Roman  Catholic, 
brought  him  up  as  a  Protestant  and  p laced  him  in  the  Roy¬ 
al  Navy.  He  received  his  commission  of  Lieutenant  in  1722. 
His  career  in  the  Navy  is  too  well  known  to  be  repeated 
here.  On  May  29,  1747  he  was  created  a  Knight  of  the  Bath 
and  retired  from  the  Navy  as  Vice  Admiral  of  the  Red  in 
1748.  Subsequently  in  1750  he  was  elected  Member  of  Par¬ 
liament  for  Westminster.  While  stationed  in  America  Sir 
Peter  Warren  married  in  New  York  City  in  1731  Susannah, 
the  fifth  child  of  Stephen  DeLancey  of  New  York  by  his 
wife  Anne  Van  Cortlandt,  who  had  been  born  in  New  York  in 
1707.  He  built  a  house  at  No.  I,  Broadway  in  New  York  and 
also  owned  extensive  lands  and  a  farm  at  Greenwich,  now 
Greenwich  Village,  New  York.  After  retiring  to  England  in 
1748  he  lived  in  Cavendish  Square,  London,  and  owned  a 
country  estate  at  Westbury,  Hampshire.  While  on  a  visit 

to  Ireland,  where  on  July  13,  1752  he  was  given  the  de¬ 
gree  of  LLD  in  Dublin,  he  developed  a  violent  fever,  of 
which  he  died  within  4  days  on  July  29,  1752  at  Jervis 
street,  Dublin.  His  body  was  embalmed  and  taken  to  Knock- 
mark,  one  mile  and  a  half  from  Warrenstown,  the  old  War¬ 
ren  burial  ground,  for  interment.  His  widow  erected  a  mo¬ 
nument  to  his  memory  in  Westminster  Abbey,  London,  and 
directed  in  her  will  that  his  body  was  to  be  disinterred 
and  buried  with  her  in  a  vault.  Susannah  Lady  Warren  died 
in  Grosvenor  Square,  London,  on  Nov.  19,  1771  having  had 
5  children. 

Issue  of  Sir  Peter  and  Lady  'Warren: 

1,  PETER  WARREN,  born  and  died  in  infancy  in  New  York. 

2,  ELIZABETH  WARREN,  born  and  died  young  in  New  York. 

3,  ANNE  WARREN,  who  married  on  July  27,  1758  the  Hon. 
Charles  FitzRoy,  First  Baron  Southampton,  who  w as  born 
June  25,  1737  and  died  March  21,  1797.  Lady  Southampton 
died  on  July  13,  1807. 

4,  SUSANNAH  WARREN,  who  was  born  in  England  in  May  1749, 
married  in  1767  Lieutenant  General  Sir  William  Skinner  of 
New  Jersey,  U.  S.  A. 

5,  CHARLOTTE  WARREN,  who  was  born  in  England  in  April 
1752,  married  July  7,  1768  Willoughby  Bertie,  4th  Earl 

of  Abingdon,  who  was  born  Jan.  16,  1740  and  died  Sep.  26, 
1799.  Lady  Abingdon  had  died  on  Jan.  28,  1794. 

As  Sir  Peter  Warren  died  without  male  issue,  the  Warrens¬ 
town  property  went  to  his  daughters.  We  now  turn  to  the 
issue  of  his  sister  ANNE  JOHNSON,  the  wife  of  Christopher 
Johnson,  who  lived  at  Warrenstown. 
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Since  the  Parish  Registers  of  Warrenstown  and  Knockmark 
of  this  period  no  longer  exist,  we  have  no  birth  data 
for  the  children  of  Anne  Johnson,  who  were: 

1,  ANNE  JOHNSON,  married  to  ...  Dease,  probably  of  County 
Meath.  Her  son  Doctor  John  Dease  joined  his  uncle  Sir 
William  Johnson  in  America,  where  he  lived  at  Johnstown, 
N.  Y.,  and  was  one  of  the  Executors  of  the  latters  will. 

2,  CATHERINE  JOHNSON,  married  Matthew  Farrell.  She  visi¬ 
ted  her  brother  Sir  William  Johnson  in  America  and  died 
at  Fort  Johnson,  N.  Y. ,  in  1755. 

3,  FRANCES  JOHNSON,  married  to  ...  Plunkett. 

4,  Sir  WILLIAM  JOHNSON,  1st  Baronet,  of  Johnson  Hall, 

N,  Y.  He  was  born  at  Warrenstown  in  1715  and  went  to 
America  in  1738  to  develope  the  extensive  lands  of  his 
uncle  Sir  Peter  Warren  in  the  Mohawk  Valley.  There  he 
built  Fort  Johnson  and  later  his  fine  mansion,  Johnson 
Hall,  Johnstown,  N.  Y.  In  1744  he  was  Colonel  in  Chief 
of  the  Six  Nations  and  later  Sole  Superintendant  of  the 
Affairs  of  the  Six  Nations.  In  1755  he  became  Major  Gene¬ 
ral  and  was  created  a  Baronet  of  the  United  Kingdom  on 
Nov.  27,  1755.  Early  after  his  establishment  in  the  Mo¬ 
hawk  Valley  he  married  Catherine  Weissenburg,  who  died 

at  Fort  Johnson  in  1745  leaving  3  children. 

Sir  William  Johnson  died  at  Johnson  Hall  on  July  II, 

1774,  one  of  the  greatest  pioneers  of  his  time  and  a 
very  wealthy  man.  In  his  will  he  left  large  tracts  of 
land  in  New  York  State  to  the  issue  of  his  brothers  and 
sisters  in  Ireland,  which  were  however  confiscated  during 
the  American  Revolution.  His  issue: 

A,  ANNE  JOHNSON,  who  was  born  at  Fort  Johnson  in  1739, 
married  in  1762  Colonel  Daniel  Claus,  Dej uty  Superin¬ 
tendant  of  Indian  Affairs,  who  was  born  in  Bennigheim 
near  Heilbronn,  Germany,  on  Sep.  13,  1727  and  died  in 
Cardiff  in  1787.  Anne  Claus  died  in  1798  having  had 

3  children. 

B,  MARY  JOHNSON,  who  was  born  at  Fort  Johnson  in  1740, 
married  there  Feb.  4,  1763  her  first  cousin  Colonel 
GUY  JOHNSON,  who  was  born  in  1740  and  died  in  London, 
England, ' March  7,  1788.  Mary  Johnson  died  in  Oswego, 

N.  Y.,  July  II,  1775  having  had  2  children. 

C,  Sir  JOHN  JOHNSON,  2nd  Bart,  who  was  born  at  Fort  John¬ 
son  Nov.  5,  1742.  He  was  knighted  at  St.  James’s,  Lon¬ 
don,  Nov.  22,  1765  and  married  in  New  York  City  June 
30,  1773  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Watt  of  New  York  by 
his  wife  Anne  DeLancey,  a  sister  of  Susannah,  Lady 
Warren.  They  had  II  children.  Lady  Johnson  died  on 
Aug.  7,  1815.  Sir  John  Johnson  died  in  Montreal,  Ca¬ 
nada,  Jan.  4,  1830. 

5,  ELLIS  JOHNSON,  married  ...  FitzSimons  and  died  before 
1793.  She  had  two  children.  Her  son  Peter  FitzSimons  li¬ 
ved  tin  Dublin.  Her  daughter  Ellis  FitzSimons  married  Ge¬ 
neral  Thomas  Byrne  of  Drimlargan,  Co.  Meath. 
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6,  JOHN  JOHNSON,  the  second  son  of  Christopher  Johnson, 
lived  for  some  years  in  Dublin,  where  he  married  before 
1740  Catherine,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Nangle  of  Dublin, 
by  whom  he  had  7  sons  and  I  daughter.  Some  time  before 
1750  they  moved  to  Warrenstown,  where  John  Johnson  admi¬ 
nistrated  the  estate  of  his  uncle  Sir  Peter  Warren.  On 
Aug.  15,  1769  "John  Johnson  of  Warrenstown,  Co.  Meath," 
leased  82  acres  of  land  in  Killeen,  Co.  Meath,  to  John 
Lynch  for  27  years  at  a  yearly  rental  of  £  6.  5.  0.  (Re¬ 
gistry  of  Deeds  512.  311.  208679)  On  May  27,  1786  he  had 
leased  from  the  heirs  of  Sir  Peter  Warren  all  the  latters 
lands  of  Moorestown  containing  160  acres  for  the  sum  of 

£  180.  5.  8.  per  annum  and  on  May  23,  1791  his  son  John 
Johnson,  the  younger,  leased  Sir  Peter  Warren's  lands  in 
Warrenstown  for  a  yearly  rental  of  £  506  in  trust  for  his 
fathers  life  and  upon  the  latters  death  for  himself . (Re¬ 
gistry  of  Deeds  482.  270.  308478)  On  Aug.  22,  1794  John 
Johnson  made  an  Indenture  with  his  son  John,  who  agreed 
to  pay  him  a  yearly  annuity  of  £  250  out  of  the  lands  of 
Moorestown  and  Warrenstown.  (Registry  of  Deeds  468.  402. 
308476)  The  date  of  the  deaths  of  John  Johnson  and  his 
wife  is  not  known.  No  wills  have  been  found  either.  In 
deeds  of  1794,  1796  and  1799  their  son  John  Johnson  is 
referred  to  as  "John  Johnson,  the  younger",  whereas  in  a 
deed  of  1808  of  the  son  the  description  "the  younger"  no 
longer  occurs.  It  is  therefore  probable  that  John  John¬ 
son  died  between  1799  and  1808. 

7,  Captain  PETER  WARREN  JOHNSON,  the  third  son  of  Chris¬ 
topher  Johnson,  married  Ruth,  daughter  of  Judge  Poyntz  of 
Mosstown,  Co.  Meath,  and  lived  in  Dublin.  He  made  his 
will  there  on  Sep.  5,  1780,  which  was  proved  on  July  28, 
1785.  He  left  4  children,  who  were: 

A,  WILLIAM  JOHNSON  of  Dublin. 

B,  CHRISTOPHER  JOHNSON. 

C,  PETER  WARREN  JOHNSON. 

D,  MARIA  JANE  JOHNSON. 

8,  BRIDGET  JOHNSON,  youngest  daughter  of  Christopher  John 
son,  married  John  McMahon,  by  whom  she  had  a  son,  John  Me 
Mahon  of  Dublin,  After  the  death  of  her  husband,  Bridget 
McMahon  remarried  Abraham  Sterling,  by  whom  she  had  An¬ 
thony  Sterling,  Ann  Sterling,  the  wife  of  Andrew  Sherlock 
and  Frances  Sterling.  Bridget  Sterling  died  at  Johnson 
Hall,  N.  Y.,  on  Jan.  27,  1774. 

To  continue  the  Johnsons  of  Warrenstown,  we  now  come  to 
the  issue  of  John  Johnson  and  his  wife  Catherine  Nangle: 
I,  Colonel  GUY  JOHNSON,  who  was  born  in  1740.  He  joined 
his  uncle  Sir  William  Johnson  in  America,  where  he  mar¬ 
ried  at  Fort  Johnson,  N.  Y.,  on  Feb.  2,  1763  the  latters 
second  daughter  Mary  Johnson.  He  helped  Sir  William  in 
the  Affairs  of  the  Six  Nations  and  became  a  Colonel. 

After  the  outbreak  of  the  American  Revolution  he  left 
Guy  Park  Hall,  N.  Y.,  the  home  Sir  'William  had  built  for 
his  daughter  and  son  in  law.  Mary  Johnson  died  at  Oswego, 
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N.  Y.,  on  July  II,  1775  and  Colonel  Guy  Johnson  died  in 
London,  England,  on  March  7,  1788  and  is  buried  in  St. 
James’s  Church,  Piccadilly.  They  had  only  2  daughters: 

A,  MARY  JOHNSON,  born  in  1764,  married  Lieutenant  Gene¬ 
ral  Colin  Campbell,  who  died  April  2,  1814.  She  died 
in  1832  having  had  II  children. 

B,  JULIA  JOHNSON,  who  died  as  a  child. 

2,  JOHN  JOHNSON  of  Y/arrenstown,  was  the  second  son  of 
John  Johnson.  He  helped  his  father  in  the  management  of 
the  Warrenstown  lands.  Eventually  on  Aug.  19,  1808  he 
bought  from  Susannah,  Viscountess  Gage  and  George,  Lord 
Southampton,  the  heirs  of  Sir  Peter  barren,  401  acres  of 
land  in  Warrenstown  and  30  acres  of  land  in  Moorestown 
together  with  the  dwelling  house  at  Y/arrenstown  for  the 
sum  of  £  14400. (Registry  of  Deeds  610.  300.  420297)  On 
Nov.  30,  1799  John  Johnson  made  a  marriage  contract  with 
Ann,  daughter  of  Patrick  Dease  of  Dublin.  In  case  they 
had  no  issue,  Ann  Johnson  was  to  receive  an  annuity  out 
of  the  Warrenstown  estate  of  £  400.  (Registry  of  Deeds 
522.  110.  321204)  John  Johnson  died  without  surviving 
issue  in  Warrenstown  on  Jan.  26,  1815.  Ann  Johnson  died 
there  on  July  25,  1824. 

3,  THOMAS  JOHNSON,  third  son  of  John  Johnson,  became  a 
Doctor  of  Physick  and  was  living  in  V/arrenstown  in  1799. 

4,  MICHAEL  JOHNSON,  fourth  son  of  John  Johnson,  was  li¬ 
ving  in  Clonshane  in  1799.  » 

5,  ANN  JOHNSON,  only  daughter  of  John  Johnson.  On  Sep.  II, 
1769  a  marriage  contract  was  made  in  Warrenstown  between 
Ann  Johnson  and  Walter  Dowdall  of  Castlerickard,  Co.  Meath. 
John  Johnson  ^ave  a  sum  of  £  2000  out  of  which  his  daugh¬ 
ter  was  to  receive  an  income  of  £  160  annually  if  she  sur¬ 
vived  her  husband. (Registry  of  Deeds  278.  381.  I789I2) 
Walter  Dowdall  was  the  son  of  Walter  Dowdall  of  Clone, 

Co.  Meath,  and  his  wife  Margaret  O’Reilly.  Late  in  1790 
they  left  Ireland  for  America  with  a  letter  of  introduc¬ 
tion  to  General  George  Washington  from  the  French  Ambas¬ 
sador,  the  Marquis  de  la  Luzerne. (Now  in  the  Library  of 
Congress,  Washington,  D.  C.)  Their  object  was  to  try  to 
get  back  the  part  of  Sir  William  Johnson’s  estate,  which 
he  had  willed  to  his  family  in  Ireland  and  which  had  been 
confiscated  during  the  Revolution.  They  were  living  in 
New  York  at  No.  5,  Golden  Hill  in  1791  and  at  No.  30, 

Pearl  street  in  1794.  Having  been  unsuccessful  in  their 
mission,  they  returned  to  Ireland. 

Issue  of  Walter  Dowdall  and  his  wife  Ann  Johnson: 

A,  JOHN  DOWDALL,  who  died  in  infancy. 

B,  CATHERINE  DOWDALL,  who  married  Dec.  2,  1797  Thomas 
Errington,  Esq.  of  the  Clints,  Richmond,  York.  He 
was  born  on  Oct.  2,  1768  and  died  on  Nov.  I,  1832. 

They  had  7  children: 

I,  THOMAS  ERRINGTON,  born  1798,  died  at  Richmond,  York, 
Oct.  10,  1804. 
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2,  MICHAEL  ERRINGTON,  born  Nov.  30,  1801,  died  at  Ca¬ 
sino,  Co.  Dublin,  Aug.  27,  1874.  He  married  Nov. 

19,  1838  Rosanna  O’Ferral  and  had  5  children: 

a,  Sir  GEORGE  ERRINGTON,  1st.  Bart.,  born  in  1839, 
married  Aug.  I,  1892  Frances  Helena  de  Ricci, 
dying  without  issue  March  19,  1920. 

b,  JAMES  ERRINGTON,  born  1841  and  died  unmarried 
1891.

21,  1852,  died  there  on  April  29,  1858. 
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B,  TERESA  MARY  JOHNSON,  daughter  of  Charles  Robert  John¬ 
son  by  his  first  wife,  married  Patrick  Russell  Cruise 
of  Drynam,  Swords,  Ireland.  In  1829  they  were  residing 
in  Philadelphia,  Pa.
